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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 63, 88, 89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Trigo et al J. Heterocyclic Chem. (1980) 17, pp. 69-72. Trigo et al teach 
compounds 5- 7 wherein R is methoxy (page 69, Scheme I) which correspond to 
claims 1, 26, 28, and 55-58 formula A where B and C forni a ring, n = 2 , R5 = 
OH. The composition and method of use thereof, are also encompassed by the 
instant claims. 

Claims 63, 88, 89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Peitit et at J. Natural Products (1984) 47 pp 913-919. 

The compounds la, lb, 2, 3, 4a-c (page 915), the composition and method of 
use thereof, are encompassed by the instant claims formula A, where B and C form 
a ring, n = 1, R5 = OH. 
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Claims 63, 88, 89 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by SAIFAH et al J. Natural Products. (1983) 46, pp. 352-358. 
The compounds 1, 2, 6a-c (page 354), encompassed by the instant claims formula 
A. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 93 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Trigo et al J. Heterocyclic Chem. (1980) 17, pp. 69-72 in view of LIEPA et al 
J.C.S. Chem. Comm. (1977) 22, pp. 826-827. 

Trigo et al teach dehydrating 15-OH tyloindicine compounds of the type 
recited in the claims. See scheme 1 reactions 5-7. Liepa et al teach reducing 
tyloindicine compounds corresponding to the product of step (a) to obtain the 
compound of appicants' step (b). See page 827 scheme 2 reactions 12-14 and the 
last paragraph. While the 6 member reactive site ring of Trigo et al differs from 
the 5 member ring claimed, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
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the art use the prior art process steps as the use of somewhat different but 
otherwise analogous process components which are structurally closely related in 
an otherwise known process would have been obvious as the results would not 
have been unexpected. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 64-79 objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 
ultimately depend from canceled base claim 1 . Appropriate correction is required. 
Claims 90-92 are allowed.
